WASHINGTON, June 7.—()— 
The treasury’s plan of funding its-ma- 
turing debt advanced another step to- 
day with an announcement from Sec- 
retary Mellon that. all 3 1-2 per cent 
treasury notes of series 0-1930-32 have 
been called for redemption on Decem- 
ber 15. ; ‘ 

‘ Outstanding notes of this issue, the 
secretary said, total $451,000,000. of 
the original $607,399,650 issued on 
January 16, 1928. - 

At the same time, the treasury an- 
nounced that a total of $818,000,000 
to $820,000,000 of the 3 1-8 per eent 
treasury bonds offered for public sub- 
scription last Monday Wad been ac- 
cepted from the $6,825,000,000 sub- 
scriptions received. , 

The bonds, which. will be for 18 
years, will provide funds for retiring 
maturing treasury certificates and fur- 
nish funds needed to operate the gov- 
ernment, 


While the treasury had a deficit of | 


$1,068,675,335 on June 4, indications 
were that expenditures would not 
mount to the $4,345,000,000 recently 
estimated by President Hoover for the 
year. On June 4 the expenditures 
since July 1 were $3,890,173,760. It 
was believed the expenditures for the 
remainder of the month of June would 
not be $454,000,600. 

While the treasury still expects the 


deficit will be in the neighborhood of | 


$900,000,000 it will require unexpect- 
ed expenses to send the total disburse- 
ments for the year much above $4,- 
000,000,000. Indications are that the 
tax collections for the month will be 
about $290,000,000, bringing the total 
collections for the fiscal year to $3,- 
111,000,000 plus approximately $90,- 
000,000 in interest on war debts which 
debtor nations will pay on June 15 
and which can be devoted to the gen- 
eral fund. 

No hint has been received from any 
of the debtor nations that they would 
ask postponement of their payments 
on principal and interest, which this 
year is $51,000,000 and $184,000,000 
respectively. 

The nations which owe this govern- 
ment war debts have the right under 
the refunding treaties to postpone any 
payment upon 90 days notice of in- 
tention to do so. The postponement 
may be for two years. 


NEW TAXATION SOURCES 
ARE URGED BY CARLTON 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla.. June 7.— 
\. legislators en- 
joyed a three-day recess after closing 
a turbulent sixty-day session and for- 
nally opening a twenty-day extra ses- 
sion, Governor Doyle BH. Carlton today 
issued a statement calling the state's 
finance and taxation problem a prac- 


tical one—a problem which is econom- 


ic, not political. 

The problem was summed up for 

the legislators by the chief executive 
in his call for the extraordinary ses- 
sion, which he limited to consideration 
of state, county and municipal finance 
and taxation questions. 
He said real estate should be re- 
lieved of excessive taxation, schools 
should be given funds to back up ap- 
propriations already made to insure 
a standard eight-month term in all 
counties, new sources of revenue 
should be uncovered, and all taxable 
property—real and personal, tangible 
and intangible—should be placed on 
the tax books and made to pay its 
share of the burden. 

As the extra session was formally 
opened and then recessed for three 
days, revenue bills designed to bring 
in a total of $21,000,000 during the 
next two years were introduced and 
placed on senate and house calendars 
8 qerereed to special committees for 
study.

[Widespread Abuses Exist 
Under Dole, Writer Reveals | 


This is the seventh of a séries of articles on the dole, written 


after several weeks of investigation in Great Britain. The series 
presents. an unprejudiced discussion of the dole, and an analysis 
of its disadvantages and its benefits. |

LONDON, June 7—Whenever there 
is something to be got for nothing, 
there will be found. persons to‘ take 
advantage of it. In a scheme of such 
magnitude as unemployment in- 
surance in Great Britain, liberally ex- 
panded to.meet a prolonged emer- 
gency, abuses are inevitable. 

The extent of the abuse, estimated 
in cash, is: impossible to determine. A 
labor official in charge of important 
research for the general council of 
the trades union congress set it at 
$5,000,000. It could he at best a 
guess, and a guess limited by a 
troublesome definition of what is an 
“abuse.” 

The writer, on the basis of conver- 
sations with representatives of all 
views of the problem, and on a def- 
inition of “abuse” which seems to 
him conservative, would set the fig- 
ure at triple that estimate, at least. 

Important Item. 

It is clear, then, that the “abuses” 
form an important financial item and 
a more important social problem, but 
that the heavy expenditure is due to 
principles of the scheme, as now in 
operation, and not to any single fac- 
tor involving wastage of money on 
the unworthy. 

There never has been any “means 
test” for unemployment benefit. True 
to the original plan, qualification de- 
pends (setting aside the matter of 
contributions) on the length of time 
during which there has been unem- 
ployment; it is never based on a min- 
imum earned weekly income.

Any three days of unemployment, 
whether consecutive or not, within 
a period of six consecutive days, are 
treated as a continuous period. of un- 
employment, and any two such con- 
tinuous periods separated by a period 
of not more than six weeks are treat- 
el as one continuous period of un- 
employment. 

This weakness in the system has 
been soundly abused, frequently with 
connivance between employer § and 
entployed, as the more days the 
worker can go on the dole the few- 
er contributions have to be paid in. 
Also, the system permits the work 
to be shared out among more work- 
men. 

The notorious instance, admitted by 
labor spokesmen, has heen that of 
the coal-trimmers in Wales. There 
were 1,400 of them. The coal trim- 
mer gets from $25 to $35 for a 
twenty-four hour day. By having 
these men work two or three days 
and going on the dole the rest of 
the week, the work went around 
among a lot-of trimmers. Of course, 
this is an exceptional case, and coal- 
trimming is more or-.less sporadic. 
But no man earning $75-for three 
days’ work needed an allowance.from 
the taxpayer to reconcile him to “a

CHICAGO, June 7.—(/)—The fu- 
tiire of the Foreman-State National 
bank and the Foreman-State Trust 
and Savings bank, third largest in 
Chicago, was being mapped out to- 
night at a closed conference of Chica- 
go banking leaders, directors and large 
stockholders. 

Major figures in the city’s werld of 
finance had been gathered at the meet- 
ings since this morning, with the an- 
nounced intention of bringing about 
a reorganization. Hours passed and 
there was only the announcement: 
“Nothing yet.” 

Reporters, clustered in the lobby of 
the bank, were told that Arthur 
Reynolds, chairman, and James R. 
Leavell, president of the Continental- 
Illinois bank, largest in the eity: 
Frederick H. Rawson. chairman, and 
Melvin A. Traylor, president of the 
First National-First Union group, 
second largest, were among the con- 
ferees. 

Chicago papers heard two versions 
of how the reorganization would be 
brought about, both unauthenticated 
by any official announcement. 

The first was that about $10,000.- 
000 of new capital would be poured 
into the bank, to give it a total capi- 
tal of $25,000,000. 

A. D. Lasker, William Wrigley Jr., 
John Hertz and members of the Fore- 
man family, active directors of the 
Foreman banks, supplied $7,500,000 
of the new capital. Other Chicago 
banks, banded together to furnish the 
remainder. 

The second theory was that some 
other Chicago bank might merge the 
Foreman banks into its own organi- 
zation—probably the First National. 

Prominent bankers gave the assur- 
ance that whatever procedure was fol- 
lowed, depositors would not lose a 
cent.

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COTTON HEADS THE ALIST. 

During the past year the coun- 
try has been considerably agitated 
over the low price of wheat and 
the huge surplus of that commodity 
for which there is no sale. Confer- 
ence after conference has been held 
to discuss the problem. A member 
of the farm board was sent to Eu- 
rope to confer with representatives 
of wheat growing nations, and news- 
paper comment has been of such a 
nature as to engender a species of 
frenzy out of the dilemma. 

The majority of our business men 
have come to regard wheat as the 
principal cash crop of the nation, 
and any sort of trouble with it is a 


national calamity. 
Wheat is not the principal cash 


farm crop; it is outranked by sev-| 


eral items, even by the lowly barn- 
yard cackler and her contribution to 
the nation’s wealth. 

According to compilations made 
by the bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, practically 60 
per cent of farmers’ cash income 


from agricultural products, based on 
a five-year average, 1925-1929, -was 
received from cotton, milk, hogs, 
—fattle and poultry products. 

The five-year average for cotton 


lint and seed was $1,460,107,000;. 


milk, $1,453,646,000; hogs, $1,- 
292,353,000; cattle, $1,006,142,- 
000; poultry and eggs, $813,445,- 
000; wheat, $790,129,000. 

We do not assume to minimize 
the dilemma regarding wheat. It is 
serious; but if business interests be- 
come hysterical oyer the present 
status of wheat and its effect on 
the middie west, what will be their 
attitude when they fully realize the 
consequences that will result from 
the program already set in motion 
for the southeast to raise its own 
food and feed, and stop importing 
from the north milk products, hogs, 
cattle, meats, poultry and eggs, 


The mounting supremacy of the 
southeast in agriculture’ is assured 
if it will increase this live-at-home 
program to the point where it not 
only stops importing food and feed, 
but becomes a contender for the 
markets of the north! 

The south’s cotton and cotton 
seed already head the list of cash 
agricultural productions with the 
striking sum of $1,460,107,000, 
and its program for the future com- 
prises greatly increased production 
of dairy products, hogs, cattle and 
poultry, which rank next in order. 
Increased production of live stock 
means also increased production of 
small grains, including oats and 
corn. In addition to this southeast- 
érn farmers are learning that they 
can raise good crops of wheat, the 
production of which is doubling 
every year. Small grain crops have 
increased to such an extent that 
many farmers are purchasing reaper- 
thresher combines to handle the 
work quickly and at low cost. 
Sixty-five of these labor-saving ma- 
chines were reported in operation 
in South Carolina last week, and a 
proportionate increase is indicated 
for Georgia and other southeastern 
states. 

__ The southeast is the natural agri- 
cultural section of the nation. It 


|» grow in wealth from: year to year 
as the practice increases, and. will

when the life of every foreign resi- 
dent of Pekin was in imminent 
peril. Had not the legations then 
been so located as to make a joint 
defense possible, they would have 
been razed and their staffs anni- 
hilated. 

Naturally, when the new govern- 
ment in planning the expansion of 
Nanking set aside sites in widely 
separated places in the city for the 
several legations, the memory of 
Boxer days caused the powers to 
turn a deaf ear to the importuni- 
ties of the Chinese for an imme- 
diate switch from Pekin to the new 
capital. 

The Chinese Nation, unofficial 
organ of the Kuomintang govern- 
ment, published at Shanghai, re- 


|veals the underlying cause for the 


perturbation of the present Chinese 
leaders on this subject, when in 
an editorial attack on the position 
taken by the Japanese, it says 


i “While some delay is permissible,

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any further loss of time due to re- 
luctance to take action, or to im- 
pudent political speculation, not 
only hinders the diplomatic busi- 
ness -between China and the pow- 
ers concerned, but also implies a 
Slight of the present government.” 
All of which is no doubt fine 
propaganda for the nationalist gov- 
ernment, but is not calculated to 
change the “watchful waiting’’ atti- 
tude of the powers. oy 
When this Chinese government— 
or some other—has demonstrated 


that it is firmly enough entrenched 
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‘and France, this writer shows. 
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to make further disorders impossi- 
ble, then the powers will undoubt- 
edly lose no time in moving their 
legations from their present safe 
quarters to Nanking— if still the 
capital—and to agree to the aboli- 
tion ‘of extraterritoriality, but un- 
til that time the situation will no 
doubt remain as it is.

Putting 
the ‘present value of the reparations 
debt at 9,000 million dollars, Ger- 
many’s total national debt is only

lions for Great Britain, 14 billions for 
France, 20 billions for the United 
States and 6.5 for Italy. ~ 

' At this time of worldwide depres- 
Sion, the necessity for Germany to 
pay its war reparations has a deeper 
meaning, especially to the United 
States, than merely the paying for 
losses and damages caused by the 
World War. 
With-the payment annually on the 
$9,000,000,000 of reparations owed 
by the Germans into the exchequers 
of the European allies and thence 
to the United States in payment for 
the loans of this country, : added 
impetus will be given to the return 
of worldwide economic soundness.

Mme, Lunatcharsky came home to 
Moscow in January after an extended 
visit to Paris and Berlin, where she 
lectured and played leading roles in 
the revolutionary theaters, garbed in 
costly furs, ultra-chie gowns from the 
Rue de la Paix and jewelry that might 
have made an Argentinian millionaire 
gnash his teeth in envy.

Sian government films, but did 
only with reserve, because her suc- 
cesses therein would be quite imper- 
sonal. Triie to the political ideas of 
communism, the Russian film studios 
turned out pictures without stars and, 
however brilliant Mme, Lunatcharsky 
might hare been on the screen, she 
rebelled at the notion of having to 
play under an enforced anonymity. 

She accompanied her husband on an 
extended tour of the Russian embas- 
sies in western Europe last year. 
Wherever she appeared, she caused a 
flurry of excitement. Even after he 
had completed his mission, she lingered 
in Paris, where she addressed fash- 
ionable gatherings of women in the 
exclusive clubs of the Faubourg St. 
Honore and was the center of attrac- 
tion at the soviet embassy on the Rue 
de Grenelle, where at that time her 
personal friends, the Rakowskies, were 
still in charge.

It is an interesting compilation,

that is the friendship that means ut- 
ter trust—to anybody. He had a tal- 
ent for a certain type of short story; 
genius. is too big a word for his gift. 
This book is the work of Mr. Robert 
H. Davis and Mr. Arthur Bartlett 
Maurice; they have done a_ good— 
though to us it seems a hurried—job. 


There‘is one financial transaction— 
and O, Henry’s life was full of them 
—that the compilers omitted. We 
were engaged in the writing, with him, 
of a musical comedy, The script was 
due, but O. Henry said that he 
couldn’t go ahead until he wrote a 
couple of short stories, in order to 
gef® the money for his daughter, Mar- 
garet’s, tuition and board at school, 
which were in arrears. So we went 
to a savings bank, drew out some 
money that really belonged to our 
sisters and gave it to him. It was 
a magnificent gesture, even in* 1909. 
Well, O. Henry insisted that we be 
protected in the event of his death, 
so he wrote letters to Everybody's 


Magazine, Doubleday, Page & Co., and 
Harper and Brothers; instructing them 
to pay us from royalties until we 
told them to stop. No amount was 
specified. He died before the debt 
had been paid, but the money kept 
coming in to us until we. told the pub- 
lishers that the debt had been dis- 
charged, 


Concerning this musical comedy, 
“The Caliph of Bagdad” says: “QO. 
Henry ealled this aztechnology, and 
‘The Enthusiastics’ was at first sug- 
gested for the title.’ Now, in 1909 
we were both punsters. so what we 
suggested was “The Enthusiaztecs.” 

“The eventual _ title, 
Adam credits to O. Henry,” says the 
book, “was ‘Lo,’ taken from the line 
of Poe.” It was, of course, taken 
from -Pope’s “Lo, the poor Indian, 
whose untutored mind”...

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MEDICAL GROUP SEES 


‘BRAN STUDY ACTURES 


BY HOWARD BLAKESLEE 

PHILADELPHIA, June 7.—()— 
A promising method of using movies 
to unravel mysteries of the brain's 
control over health is shown at the 
American Medical Association’s annu- 
al convention opening here tomorrow. 

The pictures are one of the new 
developments in medicine displayed in 
the scientific exhibits. They give 
physicians the opportunity in a few 
minutes’ study to analyze years of a 
patient’s life, much as a poker play- 
er penetrates the motives of his op- 
ponents by watching their faces and 
nervous movements. 

The pictures were taken during the 
last five years at the St. Elizabeth 
hospital at Washington, the govern- 
ment institution for the insane. But 
their application is not confined to 
insanity. 

They record the peculiar facial ex- 
pressions and movements of patients 
who later died and whose brains now 
reveal the reasons for the troubles. 
The brains are mounted under glass 
in such a manner that the observer 
sees vividly the damage that expressed 
itself in action in life. 

By study of the pictures and the 
brains, physicians can recognize the 
earmarks of similar troubles in the 
living, and in some cases take action 
before it is too late. In other in- 
stances medicine now knows no rem- 
edy and the movies are simply a new 
method for scientific study. The ex- 
hibits were developed by Walter 
Freeman, M. D., and Karl H. Lang- 
enstrasse, M. D. 

One is a ease of carbon monoxide 
poisoning which later developed into 
insanity, The records indicate good 
possibilities of saving cases of skull 
fracture that develop into epilepsy, 
and they show the difficulties facing 
the surgeon in attacking brain tu- 
mors. 

Other cases include adult forms of 
St. Vitus dance, paralysis in various 
forms, unrestrained crying, and the 
various lesions underlying epileptic 
convulsions and the effects upon the 
brain of tuberculosis and syphillis. 

The progress of medical research 
within the past year. They are pre- 
sented by individual investigators, 
university groups, and scientific sec- 
tions of the association, by public 
health groups interested in special 
diseases and by government depart- 
ments in the field of health.

COTTON GOODS SALES 
REGISTER INCREASE 


NEW YORK, June 7.—Hunter and 
Company's sales last week were con- 
siderably better than for the past cou- 
ple of weeks and the week closed with 
more interest being shown than at 
the beginning. Prices are lower again 
and this has brought in orders from 
some of those buyers who have been 
waiting for lower prices. 

“Others are still waiting,” says 


Hunter's statement, “though we do 
not think they are as confident of 
their position as they were. There 
has been a very large business done 
on cheap curtain materials. 

“National Cotton Week has brought 
unusual activity to the big retail 
stores; sales of cottons are said to 
have broken all records. Retail stocks 
must have been tremendously cut into, 
but so far the Worth street district 
has not felt the result: it will in the 
course of time, naturally. 

“Prices have dropped to figures not 
based on anything whatsoever connect- 
ed with actual or possible cost to 
produce. Even the most determined 
bear would not venture to back his 
opinion that cotton would sell at such 
a low price as would enable the mills 
to break even at some of the prices 
at which sheetings can be bought to- 
day. If these conditions centinue. 
they can only lead to one Ahing, and, 
that is further and greater curtail- 
ment this summer. It may pos- 
sible to make a little profit on some 
of the print cloths but, on the coarse 
good generally, such a thing as a 
profit is hard to find.

BERLIN, June 8.—(Monday)— 
(P)}—Chancellor Bruening’s tax  de- 
crees were condemned today by Ber- 
lin newspapers in stronger terms than 
have yet been used by the German 
press in criticizing a governmental de- 
cision. 

The press this morning — carried 
headlines such as “The Cup is Full,” 
“Wrong Path,” “Hunger  Decreed, 
“Down With the Decrees.” 

On all sides the decrees were an- 
nounced as intolerably burdening an 
impoyerished people for the sake of 
keeping up the reparations payments. 

The Vossische Zeitung and the 
Boersen Courier agrees the decrees 
are “a brutal and unjust imposition 
upon the salaried and impoverished 
classes, without a laudable purpose, 
and raising the menace of radical- 
ism.” 

The Boersen Courier, however, said 

that it was satisfied with the mani- 
festo of Chancellor Bguening because 
it gave a promise of speedy negotia- 
tions for a reduction of reparations 
ayments. 
, he industrialist “Deutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung” sees the decrees as a 
sure sign of an impending death 
hour of the Young plan.” | 

The plan, the paper said, is not dy- 
ing of old age, but as a baby which 
is unable to live because those who 
promised to bring it up neglected it. 

The democratic Volkszetung said 
“The decrees are a knockout blow to 
the working classes. The Bruening 
era is characterized “by a dangerous 
lack of psychological understanding. | 

The nationalist paper, “Der Tag, 
headlines “The reparations colony, 
commenting, “now ermany will have 
to raise collossal sums, billions, in 
reparations, which will be removed 
from the natural channels of produc- 
tion and which will vanish into the 
gold depositories of France where 
they will repose idle.

A broadness of view 
and a broadness of understanding 
make for the humanities.

Ryland Knight Sunday told his con- 
gregation that while the present is aw 
age of invention and power—the in- 
correct use of which is deleterious to 
humanity—it is impossible for civili- 
zation to turn backward. 

Dr. Knight, who succeeds te the 
pulpit made vacant by the retirement 
of Dr. Edwin M. Poteat, was feted at 
a reception by his new con tion 
Saturday night. In his forenoon ser- 
mon Sunday the new pastor intimated 
that any world-wide peace and natural 
progress must be built upon Chris- 
tianity as personified by Jésus Christ. 

Comparing his impressions of At- 
lanta to those of the Apostle Paul 
as the latter faced his ministry in 
nt Pa iy Roman city, Dr. Knight 
said: 


“One cannot, even for two days, be 
a citizen of Atlanta without feeling 
the pulsing power of its mighty spirit, 
its vitality, its confident facing of the 
future. On the threshold of my minis- 
try here, I turn to that greatest 
preacher of them all, the Apostle Paul, 
as he faced his ministry in the impe- 
rial city of the Roman empire and 
wrote in the fifteenth and sixteenth 
verses of the first chapter of Romans, 
‘So, as much as in me is, I am ready 
to preach the Gospel to you also that 
are in Rome. For I am not ashamed 
of the Gospel, for it is the power of 
God.’ 

“We live in the age of the super- 
man,” continued Dr. Knight. “How 
vastly human power has multiplied. 
The man who could travel 90 miles a 
day and hurl a weapon 75 yards, now 
travels 90 miles-in a quarter of an 
hour and hurls his weapons of de- 
struction 75 miles. The mechanical 
resources of America have déveloped 
until there are 30 iron slaves busily 
serving each inhabitant. Great wealth, 
mighty industrial organizations, tre- 
mendous enginery of power—-these are 
commonplaces of our modern life. 

“Such power rightly used is a bless- 
ing; wrongly used, is hurtful to hu- 
man welfare. Edison says we should 
have no more inventions until we are 
wise enough and good enough to make 
proper use of those we already have.

Australia produces many articles 
which do not compete with Canadian 
products, ineluding raisins, fruits, etc., 
and it is argued Canada’s imports 
from that country could be greatly 
stimulated by preferences and an en- 
ergeiic sales campaign.

In it the plaintiff's counsel takes ex- 
ception to the allegations of state 
banking officials that the “bleeding” 
charges were “ridiculously absurd.” 

“Nothing is further from the truth 
than the intimation in the statement 
purporting to come from some author- 
ized spokesman for the state banking 
department in the Sunday morning 
edition of The Atlanta Constitution, 
in which it is assumed that the plain- 
tiffs and their counsel are sceking by 
‘sensational attack’ to try their case 
in the public press rather than in the 
courts. 

“The suit was filed in the regular 
manner, and Judge Humphries grant- 
ed the temporary injunction upon the 
allegations of the petition duly veri- 
fied by the affidavit of one of the 
plaintiffs. It is a public document, 
to which all persons have access. The 
Constitution regarded it as news, and 
published such portions of it as it 


saw fit. : 

“Apparently it is news, to which 
the public is entitled, judged by com- 
ments made to me since this publica- 
tion. The actings and doing of the 
state banking department are the pub- 
lie’s business, and not a private en- 
terprise conducted for the benefit of 
the personnel of this department or 
its friends. The sensitive gentleman, 
who feels aggrieved that this matter 
has attained publicity, and who <al- 
ways conducts ‘such litigation as was 
necessary in the court’ apparently has 
seen fit to file his plea and answer 
to this suit in the columns of The 
Constitution rather than in Fulton su- 
perior court, and the admissions there- 
in seem to justify most, if not all, of 
the allegations in the petition. 

“Neither the plaintiffs nor their 
counsel have any influence, much less 
control, over the columns of any news- 
paper, and therefore cannot claim any 
credit for the true artistry of journal- 
istic expression used by The Consti- 
tution in describing the suit as charg- 
ing the ‘bleeding of closed bank’s re- 
sources,” 

“According to the banking depart- 
ment statement the financial status of 
this bank never justified a liquidation 
by this department, and now that all 
of the creditors admittedly have been 
paid, certainly does not warrant its 
further incarceration in the custody 
of this benevolent department of our 
state. 

“It is noted with. interest that» Mr. 

now intends to serve as 
liquidating agent during the ensuing 
one time of liquidation without 
nsation. 
‘his is indeed a surprise, as we 
could only judge his future conduct 
by his past his bank, like others, 
in March, 1929, was indisposed from 
frozen assets.

These 
traders were also helped by reports 
that the statement of unfilled tonnage 
for May, to be issued by the United 
States Steel Corporation on Wednes- 
day, would show a reduction of from 
250,000 to 300,000 tons. 

Big Bulls Confident. 

Notwithstanding the declines of 
from two to three points in the pivotal 
issues, the big people on the construc- 
tive side adhere to their belief that 
the worst has been seen in the stock 
market and that recovery has be- 
gun. 

These constructionists declare that 
the suspension of reparations pay- 
ments would not prove to be a de- 
pressing influence in 
but add that the declaration of a 
moratorium by Germany on. commer- 
cial obligations would be decidedly un- 
favorable throughout the world.
